Kyburz Burned 
> Area Planting 
Ts Undertaken 


373,000 Seedlings Will 
Be Set Out During 
4-Year Project 


ever undertaken on Eldorado Forest, 
reforesting the area burned over above 
Kyburz in the fire of September, 1932, 
was begun on Tuesday. 

Enrollees from Snowline CCC camp 
are planting 47,000 ponderosa and su- 
gar pine seedlings on a plot of 125 
acres of the burned-over area. 

This is the first step in a program 
which will be concluded in 1941 at 
which time a total of 373,000 seedlings 
will have been planted. 

Although this year’s planting will 
cover only 125 acres, next year and 
each year after that until 1941, a total 
of 225 acres will be planted.

Buckingham Palace is the beginning 
and the end of the royal procession at 
the coronation of King George VI. In 
early days, however, the route was 
much longer and arrival at various 
points covered a period of days. 

The coronation ceremonies really be- 
gan with the procession from the 
Tower of London, where the king had 
gone after his accession to the throne, 
to Westminister Hall. While the real 
reason for confining him self in the 
Tower is now in doubt, presumably he

Route of this year’s coronation

desired to place himself in safe keep- 
ing in the fortress until his possession 
of the throne was undisputed. To 
emerge too soon from sanctuary in 
those rugged days was to risk a dag- 
ger plunged into the royal epidermis 
and resultant consternation, 
temporarily, among the arrangers of 
the pageant. What was needed most 
of all, and still is needed today, was a 
king alive and whole and able to 
mount his steed without too great 
moaning or blood-letting.

The evening before the procession 
started, the king appointed his per- 
sonnal bodyguard to accompany him 
on the morrow. Some researchers say 
these were the original Knights of the 
Bath, instituted by Henry IV in 1399. 
Others assert that Order 
founded until much later. 

But records show that Henry V, who 
acceded to the throne in 1413, named 
50 of these gentlemen and they, with 
various noblemen and officers and the 
mayor and aldermen of London, ac- 
companied him on his journey from 
the Tower. to Westminister Hall. 

The route was much different from 
the one to be taken by King George. 
James II, who came to the throne in 
1685, discontinued the procession at his 
coronation. 

This year, as shown by the dotted 
line, the king’s procession will start at 
Buckingham Palace and go down the 
Mall past St. James’s Park, to Trafal- 
gar Square. Then it will turn to the 
right along Whitehall and Parliament 
Street and cross Parliament Square to 
Westminister Abbey. Black line shows 
the returning route, along Victoria 
Embankment, through Northumber- 
land Avenue and Trafalgar Square, 
eventually circling by way of Regent 
and Oxford Streets, up Park Lane and 
along Constitution Hill to Buckingham 
Palace again.

SACRAMENTO (U—Nunzio Man- 
nino, 63-year-old Sacramento gard= 
ener, who avenged a beating adminis— 
tered his daughter with three lethak 
bullets from a .38 calibre revolver in & 
quiet hospital corridor, was held in- 
communicado today, charged with the 
murder of his son-in-law. 

Police said Mannino admitted he shot 
Thomas Argyris, 26, in a corridor at 
Mercy hospital last night after Argy- 
ris had beaten his 26-year-old wife, 
Bernardine, so seriously she required 
hospitalization. 

Sobbing and clad in a nightgown 
stained with blood from her hus- 
band’s fatal wounds, the woman told 
officers Argyris beat her “because IF 
Stayed too long at the cannery.” 

“My husband sent me to the can- 
nery yesterday to see what time it 
would open,” she said. “When I came 
back he said I had been away too 
long. He threw me to the floor and 
beat me half an hour. He has tried 
several times to kill me, but I loved him 
so I stayed with him.’ 

Apparently repentant, Argyris called 
at the hospital last night about 10 pL 
m. to see his wife. Nurses at a cen= 
tral desk told him where to find her 
and he started for her room, unaware 
that Mannino had drawn up at a curb

TITANIC LOST 
25 YEARS AGO 


(Continued from page 1) 
quired three years to build. Designed 
by the late Lord Pirie, the Titantic 
was supposed to be the world’s first 
truly unsinkable ship. She was di- 
vided into 15 heavy steel, water-tight 
compartments from the bottom to the 
top of the hull. Doors to these bulk- 


heads could be closed automatically or 
by hand. 


If any part of the vessel should be 
damaged and that section flooded, the 
compartments could be closed and the 
remaining water-tight compartments 
theoretically would keep the ship 
afloat. But this theory was exploded 
when the Titantic’s starboard side was 
sheared by the submerged arm of a 
giant berg. Nine of the 15 compart- 
ments were flooded and the remaining 
six were insufficient to keep the vessel 
afloat. 


“Have struck iceberg—badly dam- 
aged—rush help,” the Titantic’s radio 
flashed at 11:40 p. m., just 25 years 
ago today. 

J. G. Phillips, wireless operator was 
at the key. He sent out the “CQD” 
distress call. He informed the Atlan- 
tic seaboard and ships in the area,that 
the Titantic was listing as water “pour- 
ed into a 300-foot gash ip*the liner’s 
side. f 

The Cape Race Wireless station 
heard the distress call, as did the §S. Ss. 
La Provence, the S. S. Mount Temple 
| and the S. S. Carpathia. 

The first vessel to answer was the 
Carpathia, 58 miles away, eastward 
bound on a world cruise. She turned 
about and steamed at full speed for 
the Titanic. But at 2:20 a. m., the 
Titanic foundered, and the Carpathia 
did not reach the scene of the wreck 
until 5:30 a.m. The Titanic carried 20 
lifeboats and a few rafts. Two of the 
lifeboats were wrecked in launching. 
Thus, when the Carpathia reached the 
scene, only 705 survivors were found 
of which 210 were members of the 
crew, Several died later of exposure. 

It was this pitiful group that the 
Carpathia took aboard. The survivors 
had suffered from exposure in the open 


boats. They were hysterical, grief 
stricken and suffering from shock. 
Families had been separated by the 
rule of the sea, “women and children 
first.” Fathers and husbands stood 
aside on the water-washed Titanic 
decks while they saw their children 
and wives lowered in lifeboats. John 
Jacob Astor was one of these men. 
Other famous men who went down 
with the Titanic were Isidor Straus, 
Benjamin Guggenheim, George D. 
Widener and Major Archibald Butts, 
military aide to President Taft. 


While this great tragedy was occur- 
ing the world had only fragmentary 
news. On April 15 newspapers had 
few vital facts concerning the disaster. 
It was not until April 16, more than 


24 hours after the Titanic sank that | 


the first detailed news was available. 


At that time the passenegr list was | 
printed, but no accurate information , 


could be obtained as to the identity of 
most of the survivors. It has been said 


that the White Star Line offices did | 
not have official information of the | 
disaster until after 6 p. m. April 15, | 


more than 12 hours after the Car- 
pathia had taken the survivors aboard. 


The rescue ship arrived at New York | 


on the night of April 18. It was not 
until the ship docked and the Car- 
pathia passengers and survivors of the 
_Titanic came ashore that the full storv 
of the disaster was told. Me SE 

There was the story of Morand Mrs. 
Isidor Straus. The code of the sea, 
“women and children first,” would have 
seperated them, but having lived their 
lives together, they chose to die to- 
gether. Mrs. Straus refused to enter 
a lifeboat. 

There was the picture of Colonel As- 
tor, helping his wife into a lifeboat, 
then stepping back smiling as he waved 
goodby. 

Then there were other stories, not 
of the heroic kind. Survivors told of 
a fireman trying to knife Phillips, the 
radio operator, so he could steal] his 
lifebelt. The fireman was shot dead, 
according to survivors. 

Col. Archibald Gracie, army ‘offiter, 
was one of the men who leaped over-

was supported by it until a raft floated 
alongside. Gracie climbed on the raft,
